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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection because of the amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Castellano (US 6,674,750). 

As shown in figures 3-8, Castellano discloses a system and a method for 
provisioning packet based communication channels and time-division multiplexed 
(TDM) communication channels on a subscriber line, comprising: 

(1) regarding claims 1, 3 and 5 

a pair of X-DSL modems (NAS, figure 1 ) configured to couple to one another via 
the a subscriber line (it is inherent that the disclosed NAS comprise a standard router 
joined to xDSL concentrator via an ATM and a modem termination unit is also know as 
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a NAS, see column 1 , lines 23-45 and column 8, lines 25-37, refer to US 6,373838 to 

Law et al. or US 6,070,1 92 to Holt et al. for the inherence); 

a first (transmitter side) of the pair of X-DSL modems including: 

input buffers (515) configured to accept input of both the TDM communications 

channels together with the packet based communications channels (abstract, column 

1 0, line 60-column 1 1 , line 30); 

a payload framer (510 and 420) couple to the input buffers and the payload 

framer loading 

corresponding portions of TDM communications channels into each X-DSL frame 
together with corresponding portions of the packet based communications channels into 
a remaining portion of each X-DSL frame (column 10, line 60-column 11, Iine12, figures 
6 and 7, and claim 1); and 

a second (receiver side) of the pair of X-DSL modems (similar reversed 
configuration of the transmitter) including: 

a payload deframer (figure 8c) for deframing both the TDM communications 
channels together with the corresponding portions of the packet based communications 
channels in each X-DSL frame from the first of the pair of modems (it is also inherent 
the receiver side has the reversed function of the transmitter side). 

(2) regarding claims 2, 4 and 6: 

wherein the payload framer further embeds each X-DSL frame with a parameter 
for synchronizing the TDM communication channels processed by the pair of the 
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modems (column 11, line 53-column 12, line 15 and column 9, line 44-column 10, line 
38).
